Tba second poaltloo of tbe munlotpal- 
lata. while not quite ea abrewd and 
•troog a» tbe first poettlon, la ooa that 
U In aoeorl wltb popular feellog. Tba 
muoloipallstf contend, and rightly, too, 
that tLe reelrlotloua and reat alnU tm- 
poaeO on Ita cuetoinera by tbe Orange 
Watar Company are too severe and ex 
anting, and do not tend to tba eooour. 
agemsot of Improvements, and retard 
tba progreea of tbe town. Uuder muni¬ 
cipal uwuerablp, It la claimed, a 
more liberal policy oan be followed. 
People wbo waul metera can bare tbup. 
Water maloa oau be extended, without 
Mmltalloua aa to Qre-bydranie.aod water 
can be freely supplied for manufacturing 
and other purposes on more favorable 
terms than tbe Orange Water Company 
la now willing to ooncede. 

Tbe third poaltloo of tbe advocate* of 
municipal owuersblp la that tbe Orange 
Water Oompany proposes o largely In- 
oreaae tbe rate to consumers. a> d tbe 
only way of eeoapa from tbe approach¬ 
ing Imposition la to purchase the plant, 
control tbe supply, and oonduot tba dis¬ 
tribution of tbe water. 

In Justice to tbe conservative advo* 
nates uf municipal ownership of the 
water plapt, It must be said tbat they do 
not make any auob claims along tbe line 
of saving large sums of tnouey to tbe 
taxpayers It municipal ownership of tbe 
water plaut goes tuto effect. In fact, 
they see no nbaoce of Immediate restric¬ 
tion lo rates. 

Now, all things considered. If tbe mu- 
nlclpallsta have o nducted tbelr cam¬ 
paign on a basis of Incontrovertible facta, 
there Is no question as to bow tbe elec¬ 
tion ought to go next Tuesday. Along 
tb* lines set forth above, nearly all tbe 
people of the town ge of one accord. 

But allegations, assertions and as¬ 
sumption* not Infrequently appear In 
i of facta la pod tied —psigqs.

While tbe position of the advooaten of 
municipal ownership la a strong one 
from tbe outside, tbe average voter will 
rightly desire to peek behtod tbe breast¬ 
works, and ascertain tbe strength of tbe 
Inside.

■Dunldpalleta been loaded wltb facte or 
with allegations, assertion* and assump¬ 
tions tbat oan be peuetrated aud dis¬ 
solved ? 

Now, in th« flret place, with regard to 
tbe source of supply. Tbe people or 
Bloomfield may as well understood now, 
aa well as two years Morn now, tbe East 
Jersey Water Company *xp»cts to supply 
thla town with water for tbe next flfteeu 
months and for a long period afur that. 

'•Impudent assurance,’ 1 erclalme an 
Irate municipal let. Perhaps so, but 
calmly look tbe situation In tbe face. 
When the E*st Jersey Company officials 
complacently say they are going to con¬ 
tinue to supply bloymdeld wltb water, 
they are viewing tbe situation from a 
blgber and clearer point of view theu It 
la possible for any muolcipxllst or aotl- 
muo elpailst to attain. 

Tbe muololpallel party claims tbat 
there are now four sources of supply 
open to tbe people of tble town wbeo- 
tbe town gets Into a poaltloo to 
make a contrast. These ere tbe West 
Jersey Water Oompany, tbe Eagle Bock 
Water Company, tbe West Summit 
Water Oompany and the etty of East 
Orange. 

Tbe flret two of the above companies 
are said to exist on paper only and 
Would have to procure franchises before 
belsg able to enter Into contracts. Tbe

aver any of tba companies attempt to 
encroaob upon wbal >b«- East Jersey 
Company deems Ita territory. Blessed 
wltb a marvellous de^Vee of foresight, 
aud wltb oo aural! amount of power with 
wblob tu abape destinies. It Is out aur* 
prising to find tba East Jersey officials 
ludulglug lo oonddent predictions. 

Tbe East Jersey people stoutly deny, 
uf oourse, tbat danger lurhe lo tbe water 
tbat tbe oompany euppllec, and they In¬ 
vite an analyala of tbe wibr, and It la 
claimed that Montclair la using, aad will 
continue using tbe asms water supply 
tbat Bloomfield now uses, and will use. 
Thus It Is apparent that between tbe ad- 
vooalea of municipal ownership here and 
tbe officiate of the East Jersey Water 
Company there Is a great divergence aa 
to faota. 

Aa to tba aacoad proposition uf tba 
advocates of muuloipal ownership of tba 
water plants, and wblob relate* to 
alleged Irritative restraints aud restric¬ 
tions Imposed by tb* Orange Water 
Oompany, tb* advooataa of muololpal 
ownership promts* relief sod freedom 
from all euob restraints exoent such aa 
are lo aeoord with a liberal admlnlatra 
tloo of tba water department. 

Tbe purely business aspect of tbe pro¬ 
posal for a change lo policy la Involved 
lo Ibis feature of the controversies, and 

tbat la tbe administration uf tbe water

business. No one will deny but wbat 
tbe most sever* and rigid economy was 
enforced by tbe Orange Water Oompany, 
and the company never let an oppor¬ 
tunity pass to turn a penny Into 
Ita treasury. It has often been asserted 
tbat tbe Orange Water Company derived 
a gigantic reveone from Bloomfield. Tbe 
oompany baa exblblted a financial stete- 
meet tbat ooofutet auob an Impression 
and shows a loss Instead of a profit. 

Here again la a divergence aa t« facta 
Tbe munlclpallata declare tbat tbe water 
company’s statements to tba arnouu’ of 
water used In Bloomfield aud aa to the 
loss from business (lone here are untrue, 
and Just bere arises a altuatlou tbat la 
Inexplicable. If tbe Orange Water 
Oompany baa a plant In Bloomfield that 
la a mint Id making money, wby Is lt^ 
tbat tbe oompaDj Is willing to part wltb 
tbe entire bonanza for leas tbau the 
aotual cost of the plautf It is glad to 
get $90,000 for Its plant, and tbere are 
those wbo claim to know something 
about tbs water situation wbo say tbat 
tb* water oompany would oot say oo to 
9*0.000. 

Iks probability I* that tb* Orange 
Water Oompany I* being sqna me d out uf 
existence by a larger corporation, name- 
ly, tbe last Jersey Oompany. If tb* 
East Jersey Company was able to mak* 
tbe water business unprofitable to tb* 
Orange Water Company, despite tb* 
rigid economy and keenness of tbat 
oompaoy, where bad tbs t >wn of Bloom 
flsld any chance to eope with tbe Ea-1 
Jersey Oompany lo the water business? 
Tbe mao who sella tbe goods generally 
owoa tbe eoalee; the man who sella tbe 
water owns tbe meter, and r-ad* It too. 
Tbe water meter on upper B">ad street 
tbat Indicates a u*e of water b»ie *nfll 
clent to make an aqiisrtum of the entire 
towo may have driven tbe Orange Water 
Oompany out of tiuel-i-ea, but It la not 
likely that. It will ' e within tbe province 
of tba people of Bloomfield to rectify 
tbat meter. 

The auvucates of muni Ipal owner¬ 
ship In the*r recen'. campaign work ba.-e 
falls* to touch very materially on two 
Important polnte. One of ibeee la, 
Wbat la It going to eoet tbe town to 
cooduct a water d partmeot? How 
many clerks will be need-df Wbat 
amount of offloe equipment will be re¬ 
quired 7 How many Inspectors will be 
required to keep track of tbe water con¬ 
sumed sod possible wantage aud evasion 
of ordinances? And bow many 
will be required (or sew work and repair 
work? 

After taking Into consideration tbe 
shove items of expense and adding them 
to tbe lotereat end aloklng fund and de¬ 
preciation allowances, wbat margin of 
profit la there left to be applied to a 
reduction of taxes or In water rates to 
private consumers? 

Auother point about wbleh tbe advo¬ 
cates of municipal ownership have failed 
to give any definite Information le tbe 
exteoal n of water malnSj or a* It la 
termed, new work.

aland tbat If municipal ownership cat- 
rise tba applications will receive Imme¬ 
diate attention, and water mains eaD 
be extended aa rapidly aa needs require, 
and without any bandloap limitations aa 
to hydrants. Tbla la all very well, but 
tbere Is great doubt about tbe power of 
tbe munlclpallata to carry uut tbe pro¬ 
gramme. 

Tbe Town Council cannot make any 
appropriations of public money for any 
purpose whatever, except such aa la 
epee ffled by statute. Tbe Couccit cau- 
not build a new road, or pul down a 
sewer, or lay a sidewalk, only according 
to legally prescribed u e’-bodr, and tbe 
coat of tbe work cannot be put lo (be 
general tax evy, but must be p*|j mr 
by tbe property Immediately benefited 
It le not known tbat any epe-tal provi¬ 
sion la made by law for tbe exteoaloo of 
water mains. Perhaps It can be done 
by apeclal appropriations, hut aa the 
law stands at present it might r* quire a 
vote of tbe people to sanction the ap¬ 
propriations, 

Tbe advocates of munlot al own relit 
have also filed In tne course of tbelr 
speeches lo toucb upon the legal obliga¬ 
tions tbat tbe town assumes lo launch¬ 
ing out aa a purveyor of watar. An In¬ 
teresting oaae before the oourte this 
past week has awakened con*l<1er*bie 
aoxlety as to the liability of tboee wbo 
obligate themselves to furulab water lor 
Ora protection purposes. An Asbury 
Park lumber firm got a Judgment of op- 
wards of 931,000 against a water.com¬ 
pany In tbe southern part of this t)i«l- 
for falling to furnish a standard water 
pressure oo tbe occasion of * fir*. 

Wblis from certain standpoints tbe 
advocate* *f must el pal ownership have 
made out a strong oase oo tbelr elds, 
yet tbere are grave defects In It. Tba 
people wbo are going to deter mins tbs 
qasstlwa at Issue by tbair votes newt 
Tuesday should carefully weigh tbe 
question la tbelr mind# before votlsg.
